:moreſfſion in the minds oour People , to the leſſening or corrupting their affection and loyaltie ro Us, But that you aſlure th<ilz the 

ardneſſe We now undezo, andthe Arms We have been compelled to take up , arc for the detence of Our Perſon , and ſafety of 
Our Life , for the mainteance ot the rue Proteſtant Religion , for the preſervation of the Laws, Liberties and Conſtitution of this 
Kingdome , and for the iſt Priviledges of Parliament. And We look no longer tor the bleſſing of heaven , then We endeavour the 
defence , and advancemet of all theſe. And We douvt not a dutifull concurrence 1n Our Subjects of Scotland 1m the care Of Our 
Honourand juſt Rights , ill draw down a bleſſing on that Natton too.
